LOCAL OPTION LAWS. 

Ad Opiulon to tbo EUoct That Certain Spe¬ 
cial Laws May Expire Thin Month. 

A preen telegram from Frankfort 
under date of September 1ft says: 

“ll i« said that, on and after 
Sjptomher 2Hnll loeal option laws 
passed before tho adoption of the 
now constitution will become void 
Warrant for this is found in tin# 
decision of Judge Hazelrigg, of 
tho court of appeals, in March, 
1MM. JiOcal lawyers, however, 
differ in tho construction of Judge 
Haselrigg’s opinion. 

“Since the adoption of tho new 
constitution a general law In a 
boon onacted. 

Those precincts or communities 
now operating against the sale of 
liquor under this “general" law, 
will, of course, still be in the pale 
of the low, but old, purely local 
legislation, putting locul option in 
effect in certain localities, may 
pass out of existence after Septem¬ 
ber 28, because such acts gave uni¬ 
form jurisdiction tocertuia justice* 
of tho peace."

Howard Willson, recently of tins 

county, but now- of Bourbon, was 

here Friday. The pikes of tjint 

county are free and are being put 

iu good condition. Mr. Willson 

has charge of several miles near 

(’lintonville and told ua how these 

things are managed. The county 

is divided into sections, something 

like that portion of our county 

traversed, bv dirt roads. The conn- 
• 

tv furnishes picks, shovels, drills, 
hammers, etc. Experienced men 
tire hired f«*r quarry work, while 
eh*>ap« r labor can be hired on the 
road. The county furnishes the 
overseer with n li*t of the delin¬ 
quent tax payers in In* district and 
these must work out their taxes 
at $1 per dnv. If they refust* they 
may ho fined a much larger amount 
or go to jail. As some of these 
delinquent taxes extend back for 
several years, it will thus lx* seen 
that th© county is saved consider¬ 
able money. Mr. Willson thinks 
that w hen once the pikes are placed 
in n good state of repair, tho de¬ 
linquent taxpayers will furnish al¬ 
most enough work to keep them 
up. 

Clark county w ill have free pikes 
before long and us nearly one- 
fourth of the delinquents, man) 
of them exteuding back for several 
years, we will thus have a consid¬ 
erable fund to start on. Delin¬ 
quents over 50 years of age are not 
required to work out their taxes.
